OW that school has taken up again, so

There’s a demand for candy, 
for car wheels, for jobs as teachers, and, by 
parents, that somebody else take the children 
for part of the day (‘‘in loco parentis,’’ the 
Romans ealled it.) But where is that demand 
for education? There ought to be one. For 
this is an acquisitive, not to say, taking age; 
mankind has the ‘‘gimmies,’”’ as Will Rogers 
says. Look your teachers over. That young 
woman has a charming way of reading and 
speaking; get hold of it and do some charming 
yourself. That pale guy with the absent eyes 
is lightning at mathematics; take it away 
from him and rise as an accountant, banker, 
or something else with arithmetic in it. Other 
highbrows have cornered Spanish, electricity, 
the mercantile law, the cure of sickness, etc.; 
by demanding and salting down what they 
have you can break into foreign trade, a boss 
job, a high place in the big city. More than 
that, you may get the solid living satisfaction, 
proof against death itself, of having done the 
best you could with what you had. There’s 
no end of education loose—insist on it, get 
your full share, sink your teeth in it, chew, 
digest, and grow thereby. That’s what ‘‘the 
cemand for education’’ should be: vivid as 
fire, strong as a flood, fierce as battle. ‘fhe 
‘only trouble is that if it were very wide- 
spread, no one knows what on earth our 
schools, colleges, homes, farms, and factories 
would be like. Do we. want to find out?-—

in the sixth century when northern Europe 
was hardly yet civilized. Chengtu is the meet- 
ing place of caravan roads from all over that 
part of mid Asia which Kipling calls ‘‘The 
Back of Beyond,’’ the land of oriental rugs, 
brick and tea. It is a great center of dis- 


‘ tribution not only of goods but of ideas. The 


spread of Islam over Asia and Africa during 
the last few centuries has been almost entirely 
along such primitive lines of communication, 

And now comes the propaganda of the 
American playground.—Los Angeles Examiner

Poor methods will many times make 
culls of a flock which under better 
care would make a good profit. 

Every poultry man should make a 
special effort to attend the meeting 
nearest him, for although you may 
have a system satisfactory to you, 
you may learn something that will 
enable you to improve it.
